Of the p raise which has Im*« n showerwl 
up on the New York fire dep artm ent for 
the excellence of its system, the sp lendid 
animals that haul the heavy engines and 
tracks have their share. 
Any one who 
has w atched one til the crack engine 
comp anies tearing through the street in 
resp onse to an alarm cannot have failed 
to notice how the horses strained every 
muscle to cover the distance as quickly 
as p ossible, w ith scarcely a touch from 
the driver’s whip , 
Seine of the horses 
show a» i alm ost hum an intelligence in 
the quickness wiih which they resp ond 
to the alarm s sounded by the big gongs, 
Nowhere can that Im wen better than 
in the house of Login* 7, at Chambers 
and Center streets, wi, to . w > horses, .To 
and Charley, hold the record for the 
quickest, time in getting into harness. 
Horses and men have to show off fre­ 
quently for the benefit of visitors. 
The 
foreman sounds the gong hi one of those 
exhibitions, but does not release the 
horses at once, us the regular alarm does 
by electrical ap p aratus. 
The tw o big 
horses, whose stalls tire on either side of 
the engine, strain at their halters and 
jn,np in their eagerness to got to their 
p laces. 
The m om ent the foreman re ­ 
leases thorn by touching an electric but­ 
ton they sp ring forward and duck their 
heads under the collars susp ended with 
the rest of the harness from the eei 
ing and ready to U* fastened about their 
necks. 
Sometimes t h» * foreman snap the col 
lar !*• forehand to test the intelligence of 
the horses. 
Then Jo and Charley jxike 
their beads through the closed collars 
and struggle until they got their heads 
through them. 
At an actual alarm of 
fire the hors-s will start on the in.-tant, 
and they vie with the firemen in their 
eagerness to get to the fire. 
AN I,Vi fo ur A NT A NIM VI.. 
It. is p lain that the horse p lays just as 
necessary a p art in the autonom y of the j 
fire dep artm ent a 
a hum an member. 
The more intelligent the horse is the 
quicker the engine or truck which he is 
help ing to haul will be at the scene of a 
fire. 
Horses that enter into the sp irit of 
the work as heartily as t he firemen are al­ 
most invaluable, fur every mom ent saved 
frequently counts for much in saving 
life and p rop erty. 
It follows that the 
training of the horses which are added 
ever)'year to the dep artment is as im 
p ortaut as the training of the firemen, 
who must learn to handle the hose, ax 
and scaling ladder with exp ertness. 
A l­ 
though that branch of the service is 
heard of seldom by the general p ublic. 
Chief Bonner gives it the stricter t atten­ 
tion, and tin recruits in horseflesh have 
to go through an ordeal just as severe as j 
th at which ttieir human allies must un ­ 
dergo. 
The training stables in Wi t Ninety- 
ninth street are in a quiet ucighliorhood 
ami the new building 
m used also as the 
dep artm ent’s horse h<* p itul. 
Forem an 
Josep h Shea, who is also Dr. She*, has 
charge of the stables. 
He was gr.el* | 
uabsl as a veterinary surgeon and has I 
been connected with the dep artm ent for 
eleven years. 
His [M>sition i one of the 
most im p ortant in tin* dep artm ent. 
lb* 
looks after all the sick hurst's in the 
engine houses, and is kep t busy at the 
hosp ital with the horses laid up there. I 
He buys the green horses f«»r the dep art | 
m eat, accep ting them only after th« v 
have shown their ability to do the work 
required. 
Tln> commissioners rflhav 
for the 
p urchase of each Inns**, uml Dr. Sln a 
makes his selection fr« » m the big bunches 
of western hors« s in the Dull s 11« .i<i 
market. 
He always selects a horse of 
good size, generally blocky, with p lenty 
of muscle, i he horse that has sjieed and 
strength in k«hm! p rop ortion is the hor «* 
that Dr. Shea is hmking for constantly. 
TUAIN1M» MW )to|iM:s. 
There are 800 horses in active service 
in the dep ortment, and about fifty re­ 
cruits have to D* added each year. They 
usually g<* up to tin Ninety ninth street 
stable on trial, half a dozen at a time, 
and Dr. Shea has a month m which to 
accep t or reject any one or ail of the lot. 
In that time h<* can ti ll w hether the 
horse is likely to Is* of any value. 
As mx>n as the green horses arrive 
they are housed comfortably in the third 
story »<f the stable.
